PREAMBLE. 



Whereas, It has become evident from the decline of proper 
celebration of such national holidays as the Fourth of July, 
Washington's Birthday, and the like, that popular interest in 
the events and men of the War of the Revolution is less than 
in the earlier days of the Republic ; and — 

Whereas, This lack of interest is to be attributed not so 
much to the lapse of time as to the neglect on the part of 
descendants of Revolutionary heroes to perform their duty of 
keeping before the public mind the memory of the services of 
their ancestors, and of the times in which they lived, and of 
the principles for which they contended — 

Therefore, The Society of the Sons of the Revolution 
has been instituted to perpetuate the memory of the men who, 
in Military, Naval or Civil service, by their acts or counsel 
achieved American Independence; to promote and assist in 
the proper celebration of the anniversaries of Washington's 
Birthday, the Battles of Lexington and Bunker Hill, the 
Fourth of July, the Capitulations of Saratoga and Yorktown, 
the Formal Evacuation of New York by the British Army on 
the 3d of December, 1783, as a relinquishment of territorial 
sovereignty, and other prominent events relating to or con- 
nected with the War of the Revolution; to collect and secure 
for preservation the manuscript rolls, records and other docu- 
ments and memorials relating to that war; to inspire among 
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the members and descendants a patriotic spirit of their fore- 
fathers ; to inculcate, in the community in general, sentiments 
of nationality, and respect for the principles for which the 
patriots of the Revolution contended; to assist in the com- 
memorative celebration of other great historical events of 
national importance, and to promote social intercourse and the 
feeling of fellowship among its members. 

ARTICLE I. 

NAME OF SOCIETY. 

The Society shall be known by the name, style and title of 
Society of Sons of the Revolution, in the State of 
Missouri. 

ARTICLE II. 

objects. 

The objects of the Society are social, educational and 
patriotic, and the Society is formed for the particular purpose 
of perpetuating the memory of the men, who in military, naval 
and civil service of the Colonies, and of the Continental Con- 
gress, by their acts or counsel achieved the independence of 
the country, and to further the proper celebration of the anni- 
versaries of the birthday of Washington, and prominent events 
connected with the War of the Revolution; to collect and 
secure for preservation the manuscripts, records and other 
documents relating to that period; to inspire the members of 
the Society with the patriotic spirit of their forefathers, and 
to promote the feeling of fellowship among its members. 

ARTICLE III. 

membership. 

Any male person above the age of twenty-one years shall be 
eligible to membership in this Society, who is descendant from 
an ancestor as the propositus, who, either as a military, naval 
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or marine officer, soldier, sailor or marine, or official in the 
service of any one of the thirteen original Colonies or States, 
or of the National Government representing or composed of 
those Colonies or States, assisted in establishing American 
Independence, during the War of the Revolution, between the 
19th day of April, 1775, when hostilities commenced, and the 
19th day of April, 1783, when they were ordered to cease. 

Provided, That when the claim of eligibility is based on the 
service of an ancestor in the Minutemen or Militia, it must be 
satisfactorily shown that such ancestor was actually called into 
the service of the State or United States, and performed gar- 
rison or field duty ; and — 

Provided further, That when the claim of eligibility is 
based on the service of an ancestor as a sailor or marine, it 
must in like manner be shown that such service was other 
than shore duty, and regularly performed in the Continental 
navy, or the navy of one of the thirteen original States, or on 
an armed vessel, other than a merchant ship, which sailed 
under letters of marque and reprisal, and that such ancestor of 
the applicant was duly enrolled in the ship's company, either 
as an officer, seaman, or otherwise than as a passenger ; and — 

ProTnded further. That when the claim of eligibility is based 
on the service of an ancestor as an official, such service must 
have been performed in the civil service of the United States, 
or of one of the thirteen original States, and must have been 
sufficiently important in character to have rendered the 
official specially liable to arrest and imprisonment, the same as 
a combatant, if captured by the enemy, as well as liable to 
conviction of treason against the Government of Great Britain. 

In the construction of this article the volunteer Aides-de- 
Camp of General Officers in Continental service who were duly 
announced as such, and who actually served in the field during 
a campaign, shall be comprehended as having performed quali- 
fying service. 

The Civil Officials and Military forces of the State of Ver- 
mont during the War of the Revolution shall also be compre- 
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hended in the same manner as if they had belonged to one of 
the thirteen original States. 

No service of an ancestor shall be deemed as qualifying 
service for membership in this Society where such ancestor, 
after assisting in the cause of American Independence, shall 
have subsequently either adhered to the enemy, or failed to 
maintain an honorable record throughout the War of the 
Revolution. 

No person shall be admitted as a member of this Society 
unless he be eligible under one of the provisions of this article, 
and unless of good moral character, and adjudged worthy of 
becoming a member. 

ARTICLE IV. 

OFFICERS. 

The officers of this Society shall be a President, and four 
Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, Assistant Secretary, a Registrar, 
a Treasurer and a Qiaplain, who shall be chosen by ballot from 
among the members thereof, annually, to serve for the term 
of one year, and until their successors are elected and qualified. 

ARTICLE V. 

BOARD OF MANAGERS. 

The Board of Managers of the Society shall be sixteen in 
number, namely, the President, the First Vice-President, the 
Treasurer and Secretary, ex-oMcio, and twelve others, who 
shall be chosen by ballot from among the members of the 
Society annually, to serve for the term of one year, and until 
their successors are elected and qualified. The Board shall 
have power to fill vacancies occurring in their own number. 

ARTICLE VI. 

ADMISSION OF MEMBERS. 

Every application for membership shall be made in writing, 
subscribed by the applicant, and approved by two members 
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over their signatures. Applications shall contain or be 
accompanied by proof of eligibility, and such application and 
proofs shall be submitted to the Board of Managers, who shall 
have full power to determine the qualifications of the applicant. 
Payment of the initiation fees and subscription to the 
declaration required by the Constitution of this Society shall 
be prerequisites of membership. 

ARTICLE VII. 

DECLARATION. 

Every member shall declare upon honor that he will endeavor 
to promote the purposes of this institution, and observe the 
Constitution and By-Laws of this Society, and if he be a 
citizen of the United States, shall declare that he will support 
the Constitution of the United States; such declaration shall 
be in writing, and subscribed by the member making it. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

INSTITUTION CONSIDERED AND SUBJECTS PROHIBITED. 

At every meeting the purposes of the institution will be fully 
considered, and the best measures to promote them adopted, 
but no question involving religious doctrine, or the party 
politics of the day within the United States, shall ever be 
discussed or considered in any meeting of this Society. 

ARTICLE IX. 

COMMEMORATIONS. 

It shall be a standing regulation that the members shall, 
when practicable, hold a commemorative celebration, and dine 
together at least once in every year. 
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ARTICLE X. 

SEAL. 

The seal of the Society of the Sons of the Revolution 
shall be one and seven-eighths of an inch in diameter, and 
shall consist of the figure of a Minuteman in Continental 
uniform, standing on a ladder, leading to a belfry, and holding 
in his left hand a musket and an olive branch, and grasping in 
his right hand a bell rope; above the cracked Liberty Bell, 
issuing therefrom a ribbon, bearing the motto of the Sons of 
THE Revolution, "Exegi Monumentum Acre Perennius/' 
across the top of the ladder on the ribbon the figiu-es "1776," 
and at the left of the Minuteman, and also on a ribbon, the 
figures "1883" — ^the year of the Centennial Commemoration of 
the permanent evacuation of the British Army of American 
territory; the whole encircled by a band three-eighths of an 
inch wide, thereon at the top thirteen stars of five points each, 
and at the bottom the legend "Sons of the Revolution," 
the following being a f ac-simile thereof : 




The Secretary shall be the custodian of the seal, which shall 
be identical in every particular with this description. 
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ARTICLE XL 

INSIGNIA. 

The insignia of the Sons of the Revolution shall con- 
sist of a badge pendant from the ribbon by a ring of gold. 

The badge shall be elliptical in form, with escaloped edges 
one and one-quarter inches in length, and one and one-eighth 
inches in width, the whole surmounted by a gold eagle with 
wings displayed inverted. On the obverse side a medallion of 
gold in the center, elliptical in form, bearing on its face the 
figure of a soldier in Continental uniform, with musket slung; 
beneath, the figures "1775"; the medallion surrounded by 
thirteen raised gold stars of five points each upon a border of 
dark blue enamel. 

On the reverse side, in the center, a medallion corresponding 
in form to that on the obverse and also in gold, bearing on its 
face Houdon's Portrait of Washington in bas relief, encircled 
by the legend "Sons of the Revolution.'^ Beneath, the 
figures "1883," and upon the reverse of the eagle the number 
of the particular badge engraved; the medallicm surrounded 
by a plain gold border conforming in dimensions to the ob- 
verse, upon which members may have their names engraved in 
script. 

The ribbon shall be dark blue, ribbed and watered, edged 
with buff, one and one-half inches wide and one and one-half 
inches in displayed length. 

The insignia shall be worn by the members conspicuously 
and only on the left breast on all occasions, when they shall 
assemble as such for any stated purpose or celebration. The 
badge shall never be worn as an article of jewelry. 

The Treasurer of the Society shall procure and issue the 
insignia to the members, and shall keep a record of all issued 
by him. Such insignia shall be returned to the Treasurer of 
the Society by any member who may formally withdraw, or 
resign, or be expelled, but otherwise it shall be deemed an 
heirloom. 
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No member shall receive more than one badge, unless to 
replace one, the loss or destruction of which shall first be 
satisfactorily established, the following being a fac-simile of 
such insignia:

On occasions other than the meetings for any stated purpose 
or celebration, members may wear a rosette of the prescribed 
ribbon and pattern in the upper button hole of the left lapel 
of the coat. 

The Treasurer shall procure and issue the rosettes to 
members.

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ARTICLE XII. 

LOCAL CHAPTERS. 

Whenever twelve or more members of the Society in any 
city in the State shall petition the Board of Managers for per- 
mission to organize a local Chapter, the Board may authorize 
the Secretary to organize the petitioners into a Chapter. The 
Chapter being auxiliary to the State Society, and to be at all 
times under its control, and to have the following officers : A 
President, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, and a Board 
of Managers of six. 

Membership in a State Society shall first be necessary to 
membership in a Chapter. The Chapters shall have power to 
adopt By-Laws for their government, but these By-Laws shall 
be first approved by the Board of Managers of the State 
Society. 

ARTICLE XIII. 

ALTERATIONS AND AMENDMENTS. 

No alteration or amendment of the Constitution of this 
Society shall be made unless notice thereof be duly given in 
writing, signed by the member proposing the sanie, at a meeting 
of the Society, and unless the same shall be adopted at a sub- 
sequent meeting held at least thirty days after such notice, by 
a vote of three-fourths of the members present, and in the 
notices issued for such meeting the fact shall be stated that a 
proposed amendment to the Constitution will be considered. 
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BY-LAWS 

OP THK 

SOCIETY OF SONS OF THE REVOLUTION 

IN THB 

STATE OF MISSOURI. 



SECTION I. 

FEES, DUES AND CONTRIBUTIONS. 

The initiation fees shall be five (5) dollars; the annual dues, 
five (5) dollars, payable on or before the first day of January 
in every year, provided that any member who shall have 
been elected during the last three months of the fiscal year 
shall not be required to pay the annual dues for the current 
fiscal year. The payment at one time of fifty (50) dollars 
shall constitute a life membership. The payment at one time 
of one hundred (zoo) dollars shall constitute a perpetual or 
endowed membership, and upon the death of the member so 
paying, the membership shall be held by his eldest son, or 
such other descendant from the ancestor from whom he claims 
as he may nominate ; in failure of such nomination the Society 
may decide which one of the descendants shall hold the mem- 
bership, provided always that the Society reserves to itself 
the privilege of rejecting any nomination that may not be 
acceptable to it. All those holding life or endowed member- 
ships shall be exempt from the payment of the initiation fee 
and annual dues. 

SECTION II. 

PERMANENT FUND. 

All life and endowed membership fees, as well as donations, 
which shall be paid to the Society, shall remain forever to the 
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use of the Society as a permanent fund, the income only of 
which may be expended. All the membership fees shall be 
placed in the permanent fund, and can only be drawn out by a 
two-thirds vote of the members present at an annual meeting 
of the Society. 

SECTION III. 

ANNUAL MEETINGS. 

The annual meeting of the Society shall be held in the City 
of St. Louis, on the 22d day of February (except when that 
day is a Stmday, the meetings shall be held on the next 
ensuing day), at which a general election of Officers and 
Managers by ballot shall take place; in such elections a 
majority of the ballots given for any Officer or Manager 
shall constitute a choice, but if on the first ballot no person 
shall receive such a majority, then a further balloting shall take 
place, in which a plurality of votes given for any Officer or 
Manager shall determine the choice. 

SECTION IV. 

QUORUM. 

At all meetings of the Society five members shall constitute 
a quonun for the transaction of business. 

SECTION V. 

PRESIDENT. 

The President, or in his absence the First or Second Vice- 
Presidents, or in their absence a Chairman pro tempore, shall 
preside at all meetings of the Society, and of the Board of 
Managers, and shall exercise the usual functions of a presiding 
officer under general parliamentary rules, subject to an appeal 
to the Society in proper cases under those rules. The Presi- 
dent shall be, ex officio, a member of all committees other 
than the Committee on Nominations. He shall have power 
to convene the Board of Managers and appoint the place of 
such meeting when called by him. 
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He shall also perform such other representative duties on 
behalf of the Society, either personally or by correspondence, 
as it or the Board of Managers may find desirable or necessary, 
or as customarily appertaining to his office, and he shall 
enforce a strict observance of the Constitution and By-Laws 
of the Society. 

In case of his decease, resignation, neglect to serve or 
inability from any cause to act as President, the duties of the 
office shall devolve on the First Vice-President until the 
vacancy caused by such decease, resignation or neglect to 
serve shall be filled, or until the inability shall cease. 

SECTION VI. 

SECRETARY. 

The Secretary shall conduct the general correspondence of 
the Society, and keep a record thereof; he shall notify all 
qualified and accepted candidates of their admission ; and per- 
form such other duties as the Society or Board of Managers or 
his office may require of him; he shall have charge of the 
seal, certificates of incorporation, by-laws, historical and 
other documents and records of the Society, other than those 
required to be deposited with the Registrar, and shall affix the 
seal to all properly authenticated certificates of membership, 
and transmit the same without delay to the member for whom 
it shall be issued, or to his proper representative ; he shall also 
notify the Registrar of all admissions to membership, and 
transmit to him the applications and proofs of eligibility of all 
persons so admitted; he, together with the presiding officer, 
shall, when necessary, certify all acts of the Society, and in 
proper cases authenticate them under seal; he shall have 
charge of all printing and publications directed by the Society, 
or by the Board of Managers ; he shall give due notice of the 
time and place of all meetings of the Society and of the Board 
of Managers, and shall attend the same ; he shall keep fair and 
accurate records of all the proceedings and orders of the 
Society and of the Board of Managers, and shall give notice to 
the several officers of all votes, orders, resolves and proceed- 
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ings of the Society, or of the Board of Managers, aflFecting 
them, or appertaining to their respective duties, and at the an- 
nual meeting and oftener, if required, shall report to the Society 
the names of those candidates who have been admitted to 
membership, and also the names of those members whose 
resignations or voluntary withdrawals have been consented to 
and accepted, and also the names of those members who have 
been expelled, or dropped for non-payment of dues, or for 
failure to substantiate claim of descent. In his absence from 
any meeting, a Secretary pro tempore may be designated there- 
for, unless the Assistant Secretary shall be present to act in 
such capacity. 

SECTION VII. 

ASSISTANT SECRETARY. 

The Assistant Secretary shall perform such duties as may, 
from time to time, devolve upon him, and may in such cases 
give required notices, and certify and authenticate, when neces- 
sary, any acts, documents or records of the Society. 

In case of the absence of the Secretary from any meeting of 
the Society or of the Board of Managers, or of his decease, 
resignation, neglect to serve, or inability from any cause to act 
in that capacity, the duties of the office shall devolve on the 
Assistant Secretary, until the Secretary shall return, or until 
the vacancy caused by such decease, resignation or neglect to 
serve shall be filled, or until the inability shall cease. 

SECTION VIII. 

BOARD OF MANAGERS. 

The Board of Managers shall judge of the qualifications of 
every candidate who shall make proper application for admis- 
sion to the Society, and shall have power to admit him to 
membership therein, if found eligible under the Constitution 
of this Society. Three negative votes shall be a rejection of 
the applicant. 
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They may, through the Secretary, call special meetingfs of 
the Society at such times as they may see fit, and they may 
arrange for commemorative celebrations by the Society. 

They shall recommend plans to the Society for promoting 
its purposes, and when practicable, may digest and prepare 
business for its meetings, and shall supervise all publications 
issued in its name, and decide whether copies of records or 
other documents or papers may be furnished on request of any 
party in cases not pertaining directly to the business of the 
Society, and the proper conduct of its aflFairs. 

They shall generally superintend the interest, and shall have 
control and management of the affairs and funds of the Society. 
They shall also perform such duties as may be prescribed by 
the Constitution and By-Laws, or required by any standing rule 
or resolve of the Society; provided, however, that they shall 
at no time be required to take any action, nor contract any 
debts, for which they shall be jointly or severally liable. They 
shall be competent to consent to, and to accept, the resignation 
or voluntary withdrawal from membership of any enrolled 
member of the Society. 

They may require the attendance of any member of the 
Society, or any official or committee thereof, at any meeting 
for consultation and advice. 

The Board of Managers shall meet as often as they may 
desire, or at the call of the President, or upon the written 
request of any three members of the same, addressed to the 
Secretary. 

Three members of the Board of Managers shall be a quorum 
for the transaction of business. 

At every annual meeting they shall submit to the Society a 
general report of their proceedings during the year then clos- 
ing, and at such other times as may be required by the Society. 

SECTION IX. 

TREASURER. 

The Treasurer shall collect and keep the funds and securities 
of the Society, and shall deposit them in some bank or banking 
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house, to be designated by the Board of Managers, to the credit 
of the Society of Sons of the Revolution in the State of 
Missouri, and shall be drawn thence on the check of the 
Treasurer for the purpose of the Society only. Out of these 
funds he shall pay such sums only as may be ordered by the 
Society or by the Board of Managers. He shall keep a true 
account of his receipts and payments, and at each annual 
meeting render a statement of the same to the Society, and to 
the committee appointed to audit his accounts. He shall give 
such security as may from time to time be required by the 
Board of Managers. 

SECTION X. 

REGISTRAR. 

The Registrar shall keep a roll of members, and in his hands 
shall be lodged all the proofs of membership, qualification, and 
all the historical and other papers of which the Society may 
become possessed, and he, under the direction of the Board of 
Managers, shall make copies of such similar documents as the 
owners thereof may not be willing to leave permanently in the 
keeping of the Society. 

SECTION XI. 

CHAPLAIN. 

The Chaplain shall be a regularly ordained minister of a 
Christian denomination, and shall perform such duties as ordi- 
narily appertain to such office. 

SECTION XII. 

HISTORIAN. 

The Board of Managers shall have power annually to appoint 
an Historian, who shall keep a detailed record, to be deposited 
with the Registrar, of all the historical and commemorative 
celebrations of the Society, and he shall edit and prepare for 
publication such addresses, essays, papers and other documents 
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of an historical character (other than a reg^ister of members) 
as the Secretary may be required to publish, and at every 
annual meeting, if there be a necrological list for the year then 
closing, he shall submit the same with carefully prepared 
biographies of the deceased members. 

SECTION XIII. 

ORDER OF BUSINESS. 

At all meetings of the Society and of the Board of Managers 
the following order of business shall be observed so far as the 
same may be applicable : 

1. Reading of minutes of prior meetings not previously 

acted upon. 

2. Reports of Officers — 

a. Secretary. 

b. Treasurer. 

c. Board of Managers. 

d. Historian. 

3. Reports of Committees. 

4. Unfinished business. 

5. New business. 

6. Election of Officers and Managers. 

7. Miscellaneous business. 

SECTION XIV. 

COMMITTEE OF ADMISSIONS. 

The Chairman of the Board of Managers shall appoint 
annually three members thereof as a Committee on Admission, 
whose duty it shall be to pass upon the qualification of appli- 
cants for admission to the Society, and report to the Board of 
Managers. 

SECTION XV. 

EXPULSION AND SUSPENSION. 

The Board of Managers shall have power to expel any 
enrolled member of this Society who, by conduct unbecoming 
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a gentleman and a man of honor, or by an opposition to the 
interest of the community in general or of this Society in 
particular, may render himself unworthy to continue a member, 
or who shall persistently transgress or, without good excuse, 
wilfully neglect or fail in the performance of any obligation 
enjoined by the Constitution, By-Laws or any standing rule 
of this Society, provided that such member shall have received 
at least ten days' notice in writing of the complaint preferred 
against him, and of the time and place for hearing the same, 
and have been thereby afforded an opportunity to be heard 
in person. 

Whenever the cause of expulsion shall not have involved 
turpitude or moral unworthiness, any member thus expelled 
may, upon the unanimous recommendation of the Board of 
Managers, but not otherwise, be restored to membership by 
the Society at any meeting. 

The Board of Managers shall drop from the roll the name of 
any enrolled member of the Society who shall be two years in 
arrears in the payment of dues, and who, on notice to pay the 
same, shall fail and neglect to do so within thirty days there- 
after, and upon being thus dropped his membership shall cease 
and determine, but he may be restored to membership at any 
time by the Board of Managers, on his application therefor, and 
upon his payment of all such arrears and of the annual dues 
from the date when he was dropped to the date of his restora- 
tion. The Board of Managers may also suspend any officer 
from the performance of his duties for cause, which proceeding 
must be reported to the Society, and acted upon by it within 
thirty days, either by recision of the suspension or removal 
of the suspended officer from office, or otherwise the suspen- 
sion shall cease. 

SECTION XVI. 

RESIGNATION. 

No resignation or voluntary withdrawal from membership 
by any member enrolled in this Society shall become effective 
as a release from the obligations thereof, unless consented to 
and accepted by the Board of Managers. 
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SECTION XVII. 

DISQUALIFICATION. 

No person who may be enrolled as a member of the Society 
shall be permitted to continue in membership when the proofs 
of claim of qualification by descent shall be found to be 
defective and insufficient to substantiate such claim, or not 
properly authenticated ; the Society or the Board of Managers 
may at any time, after thirty days' notice to such person to 
properly substantiate or authenticate his claim, require the 
Secretary to erase his name from the list of members, and 
such person shall thereupon cease to be a member, provided he 
shall have failed to or n^lected to comply satisfactorily with 
such notice. 

Where the Board of Managers shall direct the erasure of a 
person's name for a cause comprehended under this section, 
such person shall have a right of appeal to the next annual 
meeting of the Society, but he shall not be restored to mem- 
bership, unless by a vote of three-fourths of the members 
present on that occasion, or at a subsequent meeting to which 
the consideration of the appeal may have been specifically 
postponed. 

SECTION XVIII. 

SERVICE OF NOTICES. 

It shall be the duty of every member to inform the Secre- 
tary, by written communication, of his place of residence, his 
post office address, and of any change thereof. 

Service of any notice under the Constitution or By-Laws, 
upon any member of the Society addressed by him at his last 
recorded place of residence or post office address, and 
forwarded by mail, shall be deemed sufficient service of such 
notice. 

SECTION XIX. 

DECEASE OF MEMBERS. 

Upon the decease of any member residing within the State 
of Missouri, notice thereof and of the time and place of the 
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funeral shall be given by the Secretary by publication, and it 
shall thereupon become the duty of the members, when prac- 
ticable, to attend the obsequies. 

Any member upon being informed of the decease of a mem- 
ber shall make it his business to see that the Secretary is 
promptly notified of the fact by telegraph, which fact shall also 
in due time be communicated to the Society. 

SECTION XX. 

PRIZE ESSAYS AND MEDALS^ AND COMMITTEE ON SAME. 

For the purpose of stimulating a study and research into 
the history of the formative period of our nation by the young 
men and women of the State, this Society shall offer each year 
a gold medal for the best original essay on a subject to be 
selected by the Society, and a silver medal for the second prize, 
and a bronze medal for the third prize. 

The Society shall elect every year a committee of three who 
shall have charge and management of the award of the prizes, 
which shall be announced at the annual meeting. 

SECTION XXI. 

MARSHAL. 

The President of the Society may, from time to time in his 
discretion, designate a member to act under his direction as 
Marshal for the Society in its commemorative celebrations, 
parades and other meetings, and to perform such duties as 
usually appertain to such a position. 

SECTION XXII. 

CERTIFICATE OF MEMBERSHIP. 

Every member shall be entitled to receive a certificate of 
membership, which shall be authenticated by the President 
and Secretary, and countersigned by the Registrar of the 
Society, and to which the seal of the Sons of the Revolu- 
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TiON shall be affixed. The certificate shall be in form fol- 
lowing :

SECTION XXIII. 

NOMINATING COMMITTEE. 

The President shall, sixty days previous to the annual meet- 
ing, appoint a committee of three, who, if practicable, should 
not be officers, to recommend to the Society a list of officers 
to be voted for; such recommendation, however, shall not 
prevent any member, present at the meeting, placing in nomi- 
nation any other member for any office. 

SECTION XXIV. 

AUDITING COMMITTEE. 

The President shall, thirty days previous to the annual 
meeting, appoint an auditing committee of three, who shall 
audit the books of the Treasurer, and attest the correctness 
of the Treasurer's annual report. 

SECTION XXV. 

DELEGATES TO THE GENERAL SOCIETY. 

There shall be chosen at every annual meeting five delegates 
and five alternates to the General Society. 
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SECTION XXVI. 

AMENDMENTS. 

No alteration of the By-Laws of the Society shall be made, 
tmless such alteraticm shall have been proposed at a previous 
meeting, and shall be adopted by a majority of the members 
present at any meeting of the Society, five days' notice thereof 
having been given to each member. 
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Instructions to Applicants. 



The application must be presented in duplicate, upon the 
forms issued by the Society. 

The record of the ancestor's military service should be given 
fully, but concisely. 

It is not necessary to show the pedigree any farther back 
than the ancestor who served in the war. 

The Society does not accept Encyclopedias, Genealogical 
Works, or Town or County Histories, except such as contain 
Rosters as authorities for proofs of service. 

In referring to printed works, the volume and page should 
be given. 

Reference to authorities, in manuscript, must be accompanied 
by certified copies, and authentic family records must be 
submitted, if required. 

Every application must be signed by the applicant, and 
sworn to by him, and it must be endorsed by two members of 
the Society. 

When the applicant is not personally known to any member 
of the Society, whom he can ask to recommend his application, 
he must submit to the Secretary, when he files his papers, the 
names of two reputable citizens of the State to whom he refers 
by permission. 

When an applicant claims descent from more than one 
Revolutionary ancestor, then "Supplementary" applications 
must be made in duplicate for each ancestor. 

Supplementary claims are to be treated in form and pro- 
cedure precisely as original applications. No extra cost for 
filing supplementary claims. 

The Secretary, having had considerable experience in assist- 
ing gentlemen in making researches to find proof of ancestors' 
service, would caution applicants that very little dependence 
can be placed on "family tradition" as to the rank held by the 
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ancestor. If family genealogies were to be taken as evidence, 
or the war stories handed down from one generation to another 
believed, it would demonstrate that the army of the Revolu- 
tionary War was composed of all Majors and Colonels. The 
soldiers of that struggle were held with such veneration by 
their neighbors and friends, that when they reached a good 
old age nearly all were dubbed, by courtesy. Major or Colonel, 
and family tradition has handed these courtesy titles down to 
posterity. Again, many were officers of Militia after the war 
and obtained titles that way. So, when the official records are 
examined they disclose an altogether different rank, or, as is 
often the case, no rank at all, and applicants are greatly 
disappointed. 

To begin to make a search for proofs, the applicant must 
know the State the ancestor served from, and in writing 
officials simply ask "for the military service of A. B., said to 
have been a soldier in the Revolutionary War," and they will 
inform you what rank they find and any other data the records 
show. Also, give the name of town or county he served from, 
if you know. And correspond with the following officials and 
others named, in the various States, for certificates of military 
service, and the fees for same : 

Vermont. Write the Adjutant General at Montpelier. No 
charge for making research, but where name is found, the 
charge for certified record is from $i to $3, according to 
amount of labor required. 

New Hampshire. This State has published a very com- 
plete Roster in four volumes, which are in the Library of the 
Missouri Society. 

Massachusetts. A Roster of the Massachusetts soldiers 
and sailors of the Revolution is now being published by the 
State, and to date include fourteen volumes, from "A" to "Sth," 
which are in the Library of the Missouri Society, and the 
remaining volumes will be issued within the next few years. 
For any name not included in the above fourteen volumes it will 
be necessary to write Hon. Wm. M. Olin, Secretary of State, 
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Boston. No charge for making research, but where name is 
found the charge is $i for furnishing certificate. 

Rhode Island. Write the Secretary of State, Providence. 
No charge for making research, but where name is found the 
charge is $1.50 for furnishing certified record. 

Connecticut. This State has published a very complete 
Roster, containing 27,000 names, which volume is in the 
Library of the Missouri Society. 

New York. This State has published a Roster, containing 
40,000 names, which volume is in the Library of the Missouri 
Society. 

New Jersey. This State has published a roster, "Officers 
and Men of New Jersey in the Revolutionary War," which 
voliune is in the Library of the Missouri Society. 

Pennsylvania. Write Librarian, State Library, Harris- 
burgh, who will cause a search to be made to find the name, 
the fee for which will be $2.00, and if the name is found and a 
certificate furnished, $1.00 more, or $3.00 in all. 

Delaware. Write the Secretary of State, Dover. The 
charge for furnishing records is two cents per line and $1.00 
additional for certificate. The Missouri Society has a "His- 
tory of the Delaware State Society of the Cincinnati." Con- 
tains a Roster of the Officers of the Delaware Continental 
Regiments. The United States Pension Roll of the Delaware 
soldiers who drew pensions after the war is also in the Library 
of the Missouri Society. 

Maryland. This State has published a Roster, "Archives 
of Maryland," Vol. XVHI, which volume is in the Library of 
the Missouri Society. 

Virginia. The Revolutionary records of this State are very 
meager, and consist mainly of land bounty warrants which 
were issued by the State to soldiers who had served three 
years or more. Write to Mr. W. G. Stanard, 314 West Cary 
St., Richmond, who has given considerable attention to tracing 
Virginia genealogies. He will make search of everything 
available at the State capital at a cost of $1.00 in advance, with 
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an extra cost of $1.50 for furnishing record if name is found. 
The United States pension roll contains the names of many 
Virginia soldiers who drew pensions after the war, which roll 
is in the Library of the Missouri Society. 

North Carolina. The Revolutionary rolls of this State 
are very meager. Mr. T. P. Jerman, Chief Clerk in the State 
Auditor's Department, Raleigh, N. C, will undertake to search 
for any name, and if found will furnish a certificate of the same 
for $5.00. No charge unless certificate is made. 

The Missouri Society has a "History of the North Carolina 
Continental Line and Society of the Cincinnati." Contains a 
Roster of the officers of the ten North Carolina Continental 
Raiments. The United States Pension Roll of the North 
Carolina soldiers who drew pensions after the war is also in 
the Library of the Missouri Society. 

South Carolina. Among the troops furnished by this 
State were ten raiments of Militia and four Continental Regi- 
ments, besides numerous bands of partisan rangers, as those 
composing the commands of Marion and Sumpter. But the 
State has no rosters of these troops, and the principal records 
preserved are those of officers. General W. G. De Sassure has 
published a pamphlet containing "The names, as far as can be 
ascertained, of the officers who served in the South Carolina 
regiments," reprinted in the Charleston Year Book of 1893, 
which is in the Library of the Missouri Society^ and the 
following are also in the library: "Gregg's History of the 
Old Cheraws," and "Saffell's Records of the Revolutionary 
War," each containing some names of officers and privates 
from this State. Also, the United States pension roll, con- 
taining the names of many South Carolina soldiers who drew 
pensions. 

Georgia. Write Wm. Harden, Secretary Georgia Historical 
Society, Savannah, for information of Georgia soldiers. That 
Society has books and manuscripts which contain much useful 
information relating to the Revolutionary period. 
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PENSIONS 



There were no pension laws passed by Congress until the 
year 1818, excepting for the relief of those disabled in the 
service, so that all who were not disabled, and who died pre- 
vious to the year 18 18 drew no pensions. The first pension 
act of 1818 granted pensions to those only who had served 
nine months or more in the Continental Army or Navy (the 
"Continental Army" must not be confounded with the State 
troops. Militia or Minutemen). Under this act of 1818, about 
eight thousand men applied for pensions, which number so 
alarmed Congress that it passed, in 1820, what became known 
as the "Alarm" act, which required that before the benefici- 
aries of the act of 1818 could longer receive its benefits they 
must go before some court and make a schedule of their prop- 
erty, and affirm that they were in **need of the assistance of 
their country for a support." The effect of this "Alarm" act 
was that large numbers had their pride touched, after making 
so many sacrifices and enduring such hardships for the Nation, 
and they refused to exhibit to the world their estate, while 
others could not make oath that they were in need of their 
country's assistance, so we find in the pension records after 
many names "dropped under the act of 1820," and the survi- 
vors were not restored until several years after. 

The number of pensioners having become so reduced by 
death. Congress, in 1832, passed an act granting pensions to 
all officers and soldiers, whether Continental, State or Militia, 
who had served for any period not less than six months. Even 
this act left out many who had served acceptably for a period 
of less than six months. 

The widows of Revolutionary soldiers drew pensions, pro- 
vided they were married prior to 1853, so that the military 
record of the soldier who did not draw a pension himself can 
be found through the papers filed by the widow. 
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The Missouri Society has procured the following rare and 
valuable Public Documents, giving lists of pensioners : 

"Senate Documents, Twenty-Third Congress, First Session, 
Vols, 12, 13, 14/' being the pension roll of 1835, and contains 
the names of all who had been placed on the roll to that date, 
about 90,000 names. 

"Census of Revolutionary Pensioners of 1840" containing 
the list of the Pensioners that were alive in 1840, about 34,000 
names. 

If applicants have reason to believe their ancestors drew a 
pension under the acts of 1818 and 1832, if they will request 
the Secretary of the Missouri Society, he will make an exam- 
ination of these pension rolls to see if he can find the name. 
But applicants must be particular to inform him where the 
supposed pensioner was living when he was drawing a pension 
between the years 1818 and 1840, also what State he served 
from during the war. These pension rolls are not arranged 
alphabetically, only by States, hence the necessity of knowing 
what State the pensioner lived in when drawing his pension. 

If the Secretary finds the name he will inform the applicant, 
who can then write the Honorable Commissioner of Pensions, 
at Washington, asking for a copy of the ancestor's military 
history. There is no cost attached for obtaining this data 
from the Commissioner, and it usually takes about thirty days 
to get a reply. 

A mistaken idea prevails that there is on file in the Adjutant- 
General's office, in Washington, complete Rosters of the soldiers 
of the Revolutionary War, and that it is only necessary to 
write to that department to obtain a record of the ancestor's 
service. There are no complete Rosters of the Revolutionary 
soldiers in any department of the Government, nor anywhere 
else. The Rosters that were on file in the War Department 
were lost by the destruction of the temporary building, in which 
they were stored, by fire, in 1800, and again by the burning 
of the public buildings, by the British, in 1814. 

The records remaining in the different departments at Wash- 
ington containing the Rosters of the Revolutionary soldiers 
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have been transferred to the charge of General F. C. Ains- 
worth, U. S. Army, Chief, Record and Pension Office, War 
Department, Washington, D. C, who will furnish free of 
charge the record of any Revolutionary soldier whose name 
may be found on the rolls in his office. General Ainsworth 
has established the following rules : 

The applicant in his request for information must give the 
name of the State his ancestor served from, also give the 
relationship of the ancestor to the applicant, and the purpose 
for which he desires the information. 

The most complete Rosters are foimd in the Archives of the 
old original thirteen States, and these in some instances are 
only fragmentary, some States having lost their entire Rosters. 
So when the records of whole regiments are lost it is not 
strange that an individual name cannot always be found. 

The fees should, in all cases, accompany the inquiry made 
of officials who will return the money where no charge is made 
for research. 

The Secretary of the Missouri Society makes no charge 
for an examination of the volumes or documents in the 
Library of the Society, to assist applicants to become members 
of the Society.

American Archives. 

These nine large volumes of the American Archives 
were prepared by order of Congress, in 1837, by the 
late Peter Force, and give a documentary history of the 
English Colonies in North America, from the King's 
Message to Parliament of March 7, 1774, to the 
Declaration of Independence, 1776. They contain the 
debates in the House of Lords and House of Commons 
on measures relating to the American Colonies, also 
the State Papers, debates and proceedings of the Com- 
mittees of Safety and the Provincial Congress of the 
Colonies, and the Continental Congress, of the period 
1774-1776. 
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Civil and Military List of Rhode Island, 1647- 1800, 

Being a list of all officers elected by the General Assem- 
bly from 1647 to 1800.

These three volumes are a list of private claims made 
to Congress from the First to Thirty-first Congress, and 
include the claims arising from the Revolutionary War 
from miscellaneous causes, arranged alphabetically.

Isaac Gilbert Baker was born in Ridgefield, G>nnecticut. In 
his childhood his parents moved to New Haven, where he 
lived until about 1838. In that year he left New Haven for 
Iowa, where he lived two or three years. And from Iowa he 
removed to Westport, Missouri, engaging in mercantile busi- 
ness at that point, and at the Sac and Fox Indian Agency in 
Kansas. He was engaged at these two points until about 
1861, when he went to St Louis, Missouri. 

In 1864 he became interested in business with Messrs. Pierre 
Chouteau, Jr., & 0>., and as their representative went to Fort 
Benton, the head of navigation on the Missouri River. In 
1866 he gave up that interest, establishing a freighting and 
mercantile business for himself, which afterwards became the 
firm of I. G. Baker & 0>., in which he retained an active 
interest until 1882. At that time he sold out his share in the 
business to the younger men of the firm, who had grown to 
manhood in his employ, and he came East as their representa- 
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tive and buyer, having his office at St Louis. These gentlemen 
always retained the highest admiration and respect for Mn 
Baker's sterling worth, both as a man and a friend. 

Mr. Baker's eligibility to membership in the Society of the 
Sons of the Revolution was through the service of his grand- 
father, Amos Baker, Surgeon's mate with Colonel Bradley's 
R^^ent, Wadsworth's Brigade, Connecticut State troops, 
1776. Also through the service of his maternal grandfather, 
Isaac Gilbert, private in the Company of Captain Elihu Kent, 
in the Lexington Alarm, 1775, private in tfie Company of 
Captain OUiver Hanchett, Second Regiment, Connecticut 
troops, 1775, Sergeant in Colonel Canfield's Connecticut 
Militia at West Point, 1781. 

Mr. Baker took great interest in this Society and was a 
member of the Board of Managers at the time of his death. 

In business Mr. Baker was upright and honorable, socially 
he was genial and hospitable. To his church and religious 
convictions he was steadfastly devoted. If the old log build- 
ings at the head of navigation, on the bank of die Missouri 
River, could talk, they could tell of many young men and boys 
who received their business education and start in life in the 
business house of I. G. Baker, whose indomitable industry 
and courage, during the severe winters of that far Northwest- 
em frontier, were phenomenal.

The subject of this sketch was one of the prominent mer- 
chants of St. Louis. He was born in Gambier, Ohio, March 
2, 1845. His father was Rev. Alfred Blake, D. D., an Episco- 
pal clergyman then in charge of Milner Hall, a preparatory 
school connected with Kenyon College, Gambier. 

A few years later Dr. Blake established an independent 
school, Harcourt Place, and it was at this school that Charles 
received his education. At the age of 15 he went to Platts- 
burg, New York, where he began his career in the hardware 
store of C. D. Blake, his cousin, a business which he was to 
follow all the rest of his life. After some six years Mr. Blake 
sold out his business, and Charles decided to try his fortunes 
in the West. After a short stay in Chicago, he came to St. 
Louis and secured a situation with a hardware house on Main 
Street. One or two years later a position was oflfered him by 
the hardware house of Nelson & Hayner at Alton, Illinois, 
which he accepted. 

In Alton Mr. Blake met Miss Blanche Morean, a daughter 
of Alex. B. Morean, then of New York, but formerly a leading 
merchant of Jerseyville, Illinois. They were married in 1872 
and soon after removed to Quincy, Illinois, where he had 
charge of a branch of the Alton house, then known as J. E. 
Hayner & Co., afterwards changed to Wise, Blake & Johnson, 
Mr. Ha)mer still retaining his interest. In 1876, an c^portimity 
oflfering for a larger field, the Alton firm secured an interest in 
the Sligo Iron Store, St. Louis, then owned and managed by 
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George D. Hall. The young men soon enlarged the business, 
adding to the stock previously carried heavy hardware and 
wagon material. The business was then incorporated as the 
Sligo Iron Store Co., under which name it became the largest 
exclusively heavy hardware house in the United States. After 
filling various positions in the house he became president, 
which position he retained for many years and up to the date 
of his death. 

Mr. Blake held many positions of honor and trust, among 
which were director in the Lincoln Trust Co., director and for 
one year treasurer of the Mercantile Club, director in the Lake- 
side (Texas) Sugar Refinery, member of the Legion of Honor, 
a director of the Ohio Society, and a member of the Sons of 
the Revolution, in right of the service of his grandfather, 
Royal Blake, a soldier of New Hampshire troops. 

From his boyhood he was interested in the Episcopal Church 
in which he was brought up, and soon after settling in St. 
Louis united with St. Peter's parish, and served as Senior War- 
den for over fifteen years. 

He died in St. Louis October 20, 1904, his widow and five 
children surviving him. 

Mr. Blake was of a genial, happy temperament, imiversally 
respected and beloved, a welcome guest in the homes of his 
friends. He had a generous, noble heart, full of love and 
sympathy for his fellowmen, and was ever ready to aid by 
counsel and material help all who were in sorrow or trouble. 

He was upright and honorable in his business life, his word 
was never questioned, his opinions were eagerly sought, and 
his judgment depended upon by his associates. He was a 
lovable Christian gentleman, and all who knew him cherish his 
memory and mourn his loss.

Henry Branch was bom in St Louis February 5, 1875. On 
the side of his father, Charles Branch, he was descended from 
ancestors who were among the earliest settlers of Virginia 
in the seventeenth century. His mother, Mary Glasgow, was 
the daughter of William Glasgow, Jr., the son of James Glas- 
gow, who came from Wilmington, Delaware, in 181 5, to 
Chariton County, Missouri, then to St Louis early in the 
forties, when he was one of die leading merchants of that 
period. The town of Glasgow, on the Missouri River, took its 
name from him. Her maternal grandfather was Dr. William 
Carr Lane, the first Mayor of St Louis, and the first Governor 
of the Territory of New Mexico. 

Henry Branch was graduated from Washington University 
June, 1897, B. S. in Mechanical Engineering. He went 
immediately into the service in St. Louis of Mr. Edward Flad, 
consulting and contracting engineer, engaging in railway and 
mechanical engineering, construction and boat building. He 
went with Mr. Flad to the service of the St. Louis Water 
Works when the latter became Water Commissioner in 
June, 1889. 

Failing health took him to Tucson, Arizona, in February, 
1900. He became the first superintendent of the Tucson Water 
Works in the summer of 1900, organizing the department. He 
went from there to the mines at Nogales, then to railway 
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engineering near Guaymas, Mexico, then to Torreon, engaging 
there in ccnistruction work on smelting and reduction works. 

In the spring of 1902 he entered the service of the Pacific 
Electric Railway Co., the Huntingdon System of Interurban 
Electric Railways, between Los Angeles, Pasadena, Santa Ana 
and other Southern California towns, being engaged in secur- 
ing rights of way, surveying and construction, including re- 
locating and reconstructing the electric railway on Mount 
Lowe. He relinquished work in December, 1903, returning to 
Tucson, hoping to regain his health. He died there Jime 9, 
1904. He was buried in Bellefontaine Cemetery, St. Louis, 
Tuesday, June 14, 1904. His friends feel that a promising 
career was cut short by his early death, in the thirtieth year of 
his age. 

His membership in this Society was derived from his descent 
in the fourth generation from Henry Bell, who was seven and 
a half years an officer in the Continental Line. David Bell, 
the father of Henry Bell, was a Captain in Washington's regi- 
ment in the French and Indian Wars. He was with Washing- 
ton at Fort Cumberland September 17, 1755, and was men- 
tioned by him in his manuscript orders on file in the State 
Department at Washington. "As a Captain in the late war 
between Great Britain and France, according to the terms of 
the King of Great Britain's proclamation of 1763, a certificate 
of which, duly proven, is received into the land office," Cap- 
tain David Bell was awarded extensive land grants by the 
State of Virginia. He married Judith Cary, the sister of 
Archibald Cary, of distinguished revolutionary record, in 
Virginia.

A long and fruitful ministry in four cities was closed when 
Dr. Bumham resigned his ministry in Pilgrim Congregational 
Church in St. Louis last February. Dr. Bumham was bom in 
Essex, Mass., in 1839, a son of Michael and Patience 
(Andrews) Bumham. He graduated at Phillips Academy, 
Andover, Mass., July, 1863 ; at Amherst College, Mass., 18^, 
and Andover Theolc^cal Seminary in 1870. He received the 
degree of D. D. from Beloit College, WisccMisin, in 1887. He 
was called, in 1870, to Central Church, Fall River, Mass., 
where he remained twelve years. A short pastorate with 
Immanuel Church, Roxbiuy, Mass., was followed by nine years 
of service with the First Congregational Church, Springfield, 
Mass., from which he was called to Pilgrim Church, St. Louis, 
in 1894. During the entire time from his graduation from 
the Theological Seminary, Dr. Bumham had been in active 
service. His relations to the large and important parishes to 
which he has ministered, have been unusually influential and 
close. They have parted with him with reluctance and regret, 
and his friendships with those left behind have been many 
and abiding. The church at Springfield declined to accept his 
resignation, and only did so finally on advice of the Council. 
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Dr. Bumham's labors were not confined to his parish. He was 
a trustee of Wheaton Female Seminary ; Hartford Theological 
Seminary, since 1886; Amherst Q>llege, since 1888; School 
for Christian Works, Springfield, Mass., since 1891; Drury 
College, Springfield, Mo., since 1894; Director of Chicago 
Theological Seminary, 1895 to 1903 ; corporate member Ameri- 
can Board of Commissioners of Foreign Missions since 1885; 
was Chaplain of the Missouri Society of the Sons of the Revo- 
lution, 1897 and 1899. He preached the annual sermon fen- otu- 
Society in 1899, ^9^^ ^md 1903. He was the author of Congre- 
gationalism, published by the Christian Publishing Company, 
St. Louis, and many sermons and addresses. He died at 
Denver, Colo., of pneumonia, April 15, 1905, at the home of 
his daughter. His body was taken to his old home at Essex, 
Mass., and laid by the side of seven generations of his ancestors 
who had preceded him. 

Dr. Bumham's membership in the Society of Sons of the 
Revolution was derived through the service of his grandfather, 
Wesley Bumham, Private in the Company of Captain Daniel 
Giddings, Colonel Foster's Regiment, Massachusetts troops, 
1776; afterwards entered the Privateer service. Was captured 
by the enemy and confined in the Old Mill prison, England. 

Dr. Bumham was a man beloved by all who knew him ; a 
beautiful diaracter, whose memory will be an abiding influence 
with those with whom he worked.

Gentleness, courtesy, generosity, sincerity, thoughtfulness, 
force, together with unselfish love for family and friends, rare 
business a<;umen and civic pride, these coupled with strong 
religious beliefs, were the attributes and qualities tfiat made 
the late William Bingham Clarke prominent, popular and 
beloved wherever his fortunes were cast. An accident in his 
early banking career, illustrating his steadfastness of character, 
serves as a lesson to the world. 

He was a large holder of Kansas bonds, and it was in Kansas 
in the spring of 1878, as a result of the repudiation of county 
bonds in which he had invested, that Mr. Clarke was forced 
to make an assignment. He settled with his creditors for 
twenty-five cents on the dollar, receiving their releasement 
from further liability, but giving his word that he would pay 
in full "some day." He went into court and fought the county 
that had repudiated its bonds, won his suits, made a payment 
of 10 per cent on account, and in a few months paid all creditors 
as he had promised, in full with interest. 

It was the first instance on record of the payment by a 
banker after a compromise with his creditors, and the story 
of this most unusual procedure was telegraphed all over the 
country, and much comment was excited — some of it facetious. 
One Western newspaper headed the item, "An Insane Banker ;" 
another, "A Rara Avis." Some of Mr. Clarke's creditors, not 
believing in his ability or honesty, sold their claims (which 
were simply Mr. Qarke's word of honor) at a discount. One 
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was a farmer, who received $i,ooo for his claim of $1,500. 
Another was a merchant, whose loss was several hundred 
dollars. 

After all indebtedness had been liquidated, dollar for dollar, 
Mr. Clarke went to the farmer and tendered him the $500 
which he lost by discounting his claim. The farmer refused 
the mcMiey, saying that the account had already been paid in 
full and that he had not even a moral claim to anything more. 
But Mr. Qarke insisted. "I know I'm not bound legally or 
morally," he said, "but the fact remains, just the same, that 
you are out $500 because you trusted W. B. Clarke, and I do 
not want any man to be able to say to my children that he lost 
money because he trusted me." In the same way he went to 
the merchant and insisted that he, too, should accept what 
was necessary to make good his loss from selling his claim at 
a discount. 

This story is indicative of the moral fiber of the man. Not 
only was Mr. Qarke jusf to a fault, but he was most generous. 
His charities were many. No needy applicant ever left his 
office or his home without receiving substantial aid. He had 
the gift of giving gracefully and graciously, always accom- 
panying his favors with kind and sympathetic words. The 
writer of this sketch, as boy and man, knew Mr. Qarke per- 
sonally for thirty-four years, until his death, and knew him 
to be the soul of honor and of goodness, pure in heart and 
principle, faithful to his trusts and loyal to his friends.

William Brewer Dean, a man of deeds, not words, was bom 
at Milford, Mass., December 25, 1834. He entered the service 
May I, 1862, as private, 22d Regiment NaticMial Guard, State 
of New York, and was mustered out with the r^ment early in 
September, the same year. 

He was mustered in as 2d Lieutenant, Company F, 127th 
New York Volunteer Infantry, September 8, 1862, and 00 
December 3, 1862, was commissioned First Lieutenant, Com- 
pany D, same r^^iment He was severely wounded at DeVeaux 
Neck, S. C, December 9, 1864, and incapacitated for further 
service in the field. After many months in St Luke's (New 
York) Hospital, was discharged on account of disability, March 
27, 1865. 

He participated with his r^^ent in the siege of Suffolk, 
the second Peninsular Canq)aign, the Gettysburg Campaign, 
and when the Eleventh Corps was consolidated with the Twen- 
tiedi, the First Division (GordcHi's) was sent to the Department 
of the South. The r^^ent occupied Fort Wagner, and 
Batteries Barton and Seymour, Moore's Island, during the siege 
of Charleston. 

After the war Mr. Dean located in St. Louis and engaged 
in commercial pursuits, and until his death, March 9, 1905, 
was a member of the St. Louis Merchants' Exchange, although 
for some time previous he had retired from active business. 
In his associaticHis with his fellowmen, he impelled the most 
sincere attachment, verging so near love as one man should 
have for another, a charming Comrade, modest, retiring and 
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gentle almost to womanliness, yet keen as a hawk and brave 
as the bravest* when he trod the blood-stained fields. 

Though somewhat tardy in making acquaintances, yet those 
honored by his friendship soon learned his noble qualities, one 
of which was to speak no evil, "the highest culture." 

He delighted in association with his Companions of the war 
and for eighteen years was a regular attendant at the Lo3ral 
Legion meetings, through afiiliation with the Missouri Com- 
mandery. 

He went through life without pretense, discharged with 
fidelity every duty, enlarged one's faith in humanity and ful- 
filled every requirement of patriotism and good citizenship. 

Mr. Dean was a member of the Board of Managers of the 
Society of Sons of the Revolution, and he highly prized his 
connection with that Society. His eligibility was derived 
through the service of his grandfather, Seth Dean, Private in 
the Company of Captain Aaron Guild, Colonel Josiah Whitney's 
Regiment, Massachusetts troops, 1776; Private in the Company 
of Captain Asa Fairbanks, Colonel Benjamin Hawes' Regi- 
ment, 1777 ; Private in the Company of Captain Caleb Moulton, 
Colonel Thomas Poor's Regiment, 1779 ; Private in the Com- 
pany of Captain Asa Fairbanks, Major Seth BuUard's 
Regiment, 1780. 

Though unable to dress himself without assistance, or to be 
on the street unattended, with an heroic struggle his last outing, 
only a few days prior to his death, was to be present at one 
of the meetings of a committee of the Sons of tfie Revolution. 

When the Loyal Legion wrapped the flag around his casket, 
during the funeral service, it was bestowing hcHior where hcMior 
was due. 

He married Eliza Kercheval in 1871, by whom he is survived. 
Also by a son, William B. Dean, Jr. They deplore his loss.

Dr. Gregory was bom in Logan County, Kentucky, Septem- 
ber lo, 1824; he was a typical Westerner; his preliminary 
education was directed by an intellectual father, and his early 
professional training supervised by the late Dr. Thomas of 
Booneville, Mo. After several years practice in 1848 he 
arrived in St. Louis and became a student in the St. Louis 
Medical College, from which he graduated in 1849, 
Locating in the city, he commenced the active duties of the 
profession. Soon thereafter he became demonstrator of 
anatomy, and then a member of the faculty of his alma mater, 
achieving marked success as a teacher and professor. 

Indefatigable, faithful and devoted to medical research his 
reputation increased till he became a prominent figure in all 
professional convocations, where his utterances were earnestly 
solicited and heartily approved. Official positions were grate- 
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fully bestowed as if by general acclaim, and he was upon two 
occasions president of the St. Louis Medical Society, Presi- 
dent of the Missouri State Medical Association, and Presi- 
dent of the American Medical Association, thus becoming a 
national figure, and achieving the highest honor attainable in 
his profession. Incidentally this distinction conferred enhanced 
popularity upon the city of St. Louis as a center of medical 
science and education. 

The degree of LL.D. was conferred upon him by the St. 
Louis University and for fifty years he was Surgeon in Chief 
to the Sisters' and Mullanphy Hospitals, and controlled an 
inmiense field for the exploitation of his specialty.

William Alexander Gregory was bom in Todd County, Ken- 
tucky, on the 14th day of October, 1826, and died at his resi- 
dence, 42 Ave. Wagram, Paris, France, on January 13, 1906. 

His father, Charles Gr^ory, and his mother, Sophia Hall 
Pleasants Gregory, were bom and reared at Fredericksburg, 
Virginia, and emigrated to Kentucky in 1821, and removed 
from Kentucky to Missouri in 1833, settling at Boonville, 
Cooper County. 

Their son William was carefully educated by his father, 
and among his fellow students were John S. Marmaduke, 
afterwards Govemor of Missouri — as also Judge Alexander 
W. Terrill, afterwards Judge of the Supreme Court of 
Texas — also our Minister to Turkey during President Cleve- 
land's administration. 

The subject of our sketch, when eighteen years old, studied 
law in the oflSce of Washington Adams, a very prominent 
lawyer of Boonville and Central Missouri, and afterwards 
Judge of the Supreme Court of the State. After finishing 
his studies with Judge Adams he was, by the request of 
Judge Morrow, examined by John C. Richardson, who 
remarked to several Boonville friends that he seldom found 
a young man with so strong a legal mind. Mr. Richardson 
was afterwards a Judge of the Supreme Coiut of Missouri. 
His license to practice law was issued by Judge Morrow, the 
then presiding Judge of the District Court. 
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Shortly after finishing his legal studies he moved to St 
Louis, and though he was devoted to his diosen profession, 
the law, circumstances were such that an inmiediate income 
was demanded, and he entered into commercial life by secur- 
ing a position with the large commercial house of Wm. M. 
Morrison & Co., where he remained until the breaking out of 
the war between the States, when he went to New York, and 
at the request of Mr. D. A. January, tfie President of the St 
Louis Mutual Life Insurance Company, established a branch 
of that institution in the metropolis of die country, which 
position he occupied until 1880. 

His extensive reading had created in him a desire to travel 
in Europe and the opportunity now presented itself — and he 
determined to gratify it — and accompanied by his sister and 
brother made a trip lasting several years; finally returning 
to Paris, where he pleasantly occupied himself with visiting 
die numerous galleries and ancient monuments which abound 
in that famous city. 

He often requested that if an3rthing happened to him in 
Paris that his body should be taken to Bellefontaine Cemetery 
at St. Louis, and laid by the side of those he loved so dearly 
in life that no sacrifice was ever too great for him to make 
in their behalf. 

His loyalty and love for his unmarried brothers and sisters 
was so marked that he never married.

Francis McQ)rd was bom in St. Josq)h, Missouri, December 
II, 1865. He was the fourth son of the late James McCord. 
His boyhood was spent in St. Joseph, where he received his 
early education, afterwards attending the Virginia Military 
Institute, at Lexington, for three years. In September, 1894, 
he married Miss Juliette Buell, a daughter of the late George 
W. Buell, of St. Joseph, who, with three children, Francis, Jr., 
Qara, and John Minor, survive him. He was a member of the 
Smith-McCord Dry Goods G>mpany, of Kansas City, Missouri, 
and in 1897 was a director of the 0>nmiercial Club of that 
city. In 1898 he moved to New York, where he lived until 
his health failed in 1902. The remainder of his life was spent 
in such climates as might benefit and restore his health, living 
the greater part of the time in Asheville, North Carolina, where 
he died March 30, 1905. 

He was a man of innate refinement, courteous and charming 
manners, generous to a fault, sympathetic, charitable, sincere 
in his likes and dislikes, and had a keen sense of humor and 
a most retentive memory. 

He found his greatest pleasure in music and books. His 
most beautiful characteristic was his love for and devotion to 
his mother, and his loyalty to his friends. He was greatly 
beloved by all who knew him well.

James McCord, a member of the St. Joseph Qiapter of the 
Sons of the Revolution, died in that city September 24, 1903. 
He became a member by virtue of his descent from William 
Wood, Sergeant of the Independent Company of Albemarle 
County, Virginia Volunteers. 

Mr. McCord's father, William McCord, was bom in Albe- 
marle County, Virginia, where he married Sallie Moss Field, 
daughter of Captain John Field, an officer of the War of 1812, 
and then commenced practice of the law in Randolph County, 
Virginia, where James McCord was bom January 7, 1826. 
Subsequently he moved to Missouri with his family, living 
first at Cape Girardeau and afterwards at Versailles, where 
he died in 1839. His son, then a mere lad with only the advan- 
tages of such common school education as was given in those 
days, was compelled at once to commence the eamest work of 
life. His beginnings were in Central Missouri, and in 1846 
he moved to Savannah, where he formed a co-partnership with 
Abraham Nave, which lasted till the death of Mr. Nave a few 
years ago. He had hardly attained his majority when as a 
member of this firm he made a successful business trip to 
California, crossing the then almost unknown plains and the 
Rocky Mountain regions with merchandise and cattle. In 
1854 he was married to Miss Mary Hallack, of Kentucky, 
who survives him. Three daughters and six sons survive 
him. All of the sons are members of the St. Joseph Chapter 
of the Sons of the Revolution. 

In 1857 ^^ 2i"d Mr. Nave established the first exclusively 
wholesale grocery house of Western Missouri at St. Joseph, 
with which he remained until his death. During this period 
branch houses were established at Omaha, Kansas City, St. 
Louis and at prominent points in Kansas, Oklahoma, Texas 
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and G^lorado, all of which were under his immediate super- 
vision. No man in mercantile pursuits was better known in 
St. Joseph and the territory tributary than Mr. McCord. No 
one could come within the sphere of his influence without 
feeling the influence of his masterful personality. While he 
did not court popularity, even the most casual acquaintance 
would recc^ize his uniform courtesy, and those most often 
brought in contact with him found in him a genial spirit 
lighting up the realities of business with evidence of a rare 
humor and a close friendship, whidi was never withdrawn 
from the true-hearted. He was unerring in his choice of 
lieutenants for his vast and diversified interests, and was to 
them liberal and just. 

Kind and considerate to his employes he never failed to advise 
and warn as would a father those whom he felt needed guidance 
and admonition. No one could surpass him in strict attention to 
business and indefatigable industry. He would be informed of 
the minutest details of all that was perplexing to others, and 
then, without hesitation, with the clearness of prophetic outlook, 
would see which cotu-se should be taken with almost infallible 
correctness, and while he was the controlling mind in all these 
affairs he could direct without friction with any. 

His mind was not so absorbed in business that he did not 
take a delight in good literature, and he could state the sub- 
stance of his reading with a conciseness and accuracy seldom 
attained by scholars and professional men. To him came life- 
long associates, men of matured minds, the young and the 
untried, for cotmsel. To all he gave patiently of his time and 
they left him enriched by wise advice and suggestions. 

The greatest of his qualities was his strict int^^rity, which 
never for temporary gain permitted the slightest deviation 
from the paths of rectitude or sought injustice to those with 
whom he dealt. With such qualities of head and heart, of 
habit and training, through so many years, he was at the time 
of his death the acknowledged leader of the merchants of the 
Western Missouri Valley.

Estill McHenry was a native of Hartford, Ohio County, 
Kentucky, where we was bom January i6, 1843. I* *s not 
strange, coming as he did from a family prominent in that 
State that he should, at an early age, evince a taste for public 
affairs, having been a member of the Kentucky Legislature 
at twenty-two years of age. He came to St. Louis in 1870, 
and with his brother was the owner of the old St. Louis Post. 
He was the first one to hold the c^ce of Recorder of Voters, 
and during the first administration of President Qeveland 
was assistant Postmaster. 

Having married Miss Josephine Eads, daughter of the late 
Captain James B. Eads, he was active in assisting Captain 
Eads during the building of the famous bridge which will 
always be known as the ''Eads Bridge" across the Mississippi 
River at St. Louis, serving as the private secretary to the 
great engineer. After the death of Captain Eads, as one of 
the executors of his will, he took active charge in the construc- 
tion of the Jetties, near the mouth of the Mississippi River. 

Mr. McHenry was one of the early members of the Mis- 
souri Society Sons of the Revolution, through the service of 
his great-grandfather, John Hardin, First Lieutenant Eighth 
Pennsylvania, July 13, 1777; wounded at Stillwater, Sep- 
tember 19, 1777; with Colonel Morgan in November, 1777; 
and served until 1779; subsequently Brigadier-General Ken- 
tucky Militia; murdered by Indians in Ohio in April, 1792. 

Mr. McHenry passed away at his home in St Louis, April 
20, 1906. Mourned by a large circle of friends, who appre- 
ciated his sterling qualities.

On the i8th of October, 1903, the Society of the Sons of the 
Revolution lost one of its most valued members by the death 
of Isaac W. Morton. 

The entire press of the city and the numerous public bodies, 
corporations and institutions to which he belonged, have so 
appreciatively and fully testified to the high attributes of char- 
acter whidi were exemplified in the life of this good man as 
to make it almost a work of supererogation to now repeat even 
a part of what has been elsewhere so well recorded, and is so 
universally known. 

Yet as part of the history of this Society in which he was a 
member, through the service of his great-grandfather, Nehe- 
miah Wyman, private in Captain Joshua Walker's Company, 
Cotonel David Green's Second Regiment Foot, Middlesex 
County, Massachusetts, Militia; also through Lieutenant 
Samuel Cutter, private in Captain Isaac Hall's Company, 
Colonel Thomas Gardner's regiment; and through Captain 
Edward Steams, of the Bedford Militia, at Lexington Alarm, 
it is meet that our archives attest the love and respest we bore 
him, and our admiration of the noble manhood which made 
him so conspicuous in his daily life amongst us. 

He was a citizen of St. Louis for nearly half a century. In 
boyhood he acquired a high-school education and began his 
business career as a minor employe in a local bank, quickly 
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rising to the responsible position of teller. Leaving this in a 
short time, he identified himself with the hardware business 
and by his wonderful energy, ability and perseverance during 
a period of nearly forty years rose to a leading place in the 
largest hardware establishment in the world. 

His ability was so marked, his judgment of men so sure, 
his sense of honor was so keen, his estimate of character so 
clear, his hatred of duplicity and chicanery so intense, his love 
of justice and mercy so pronounced, and his charity so broad 
and discerning — ^why should it not be that his fellows sought 
him constantly as their coadjutor in the many walks of eminent 
usefulness his feet so busily trod ? 

The wonderfully successful merchant — ^the tmtiring pro- 
moter of our noblest educational institutions, the University, 
the Art Schools and Musical Societies, the Libraries, the Hos- 
pitals, the Homes for the Aged and the Friendless, the Orphan 
Asylums — ^were all embodied in this faithful man, who fotmd 
time to give to these and many kindred objects, most liberally 
of his strength, counsel and wealth. In broadest sense he was 
a humanitarian. 

When to this is added the unbroken record of a spotless 
domestic life, in which the best qualities of a son, husband, 
father and friend were ever manifest, it may be truly said 
that "this was one of nature's noblemen" fully deserving the 
tribute of a life-long business associate, who called him "one 
of the best of God's creations, a man who realized that he was 
here for the good he could put into the world, and not for what 
he could get out of it."

Edward Everett Parker was bom at Tazewell, Tennessee, 
June 24, 1861. His parents were poor, and as the public 
schools, during his boyhood days, offered but little opportunity 
for study on account of inadequate support from the State, he 
had grown almost to manhood before he was permitted to sup- 
plement what he had learned elsewhere by a partial course 
in a first-class school. In his eighteenth year, however, he was 
able to enter Tazewell Collie, where he remained for three 
years, paying the most of his expenses himself. On leaving 
college he took up newspaper work, and during the Presidential 
campaign of 1884 was one of the editors of the Tennessee Pilot, 
published at Morristown, Tennessee. 

In 1885 Mr. Parker removed to St. Joseph, Missotui, and 
spent two years in newspaper work. Since 1890 he was con- 
nected with the local mercantile agencies, and as superintendent 
of Bradstreet's.

Mr. Parker was a consistent member of the First Baptist 
Church and one of the officers of that body, and served as Presi- 
dent of the Local Baptist Young People's Union, and under his 
direction was established a mission in the east part of the dty, 
holding its first session under scxne trees, of which mission 
Mr. Parker was superintendent a number of years, until the 
work developed the Wyatt Park Baptist Churdi. 

Mr. Parker was married December 30, 1896, to Miss Clara 
T. Davis, daughter of W. F. Davis, of St Joseph, who sur- 
vives him. 

His last sickness was lingering and he made a remarkable 
fight against his disease, but he faced death with resignation 
and courage and entered into rest on the morning of November 
17, 1904.

Albert Perry was bom in Livingstcm G>unty, New York, 
June i8, 1830. His parents soon thereafter moved to Ontario 
County, New York, and settled near Canandaigua. In 1835 
he moved to Ashtabula GDunty, Ohio. After leaving the 
common schools, received an academic education in Geauga 
Seminary, and his college education at Oberlin Collie and 
Qeveland University. He was admitted to the bar by the 
Supreme Court of Ohio at Columbus. During the next two 
years he practiced law at Warren, Ohio. In 1857 he came to 
Kansas, arriving at Leavenworth April 6, 1857. That year 
he settled in Doniphan County, where he remained imtil his 
death, which occurred at his home at Troy, Kansas, April 
13, 1906. 

He was married to Mildred Lels^d, December 16, i860; she 
died April 5, 1903. He left three children, Albert L., Warren 
Perry, and Mrs. Mabel Campbell. 
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For more than fifty years he devoted a portion of each day 
to reading and study. For many years he was considered one 
of the best real estate lawyers in Kansas. The Supreme Court 
reports of his State are full of cases in which he was an attor- 
ney. And many of them involved questions not before decided. 
He was one of the Presidential Electors on the Democratic 
ticket, the only time Kansas cast its vote for the Democratic 
candidate for President. He was a director of the State Pen- 
itentiary during the administration of Governor Glide. He 
never held an elective o&ce save Mayor of Troy, Kansas. 

He was a member of the Missouri Society Sons of the 
Revolution in right of the service of his grandfather, William 
Cheney, private in the regiment of Colonel Peter Yates, 
Albany County, New York Militia. 

Mr. Perry had been gradually failing in health for several 
months, and early last fall he told his friends that he would 
only last until March or April. He prepared his business 
affairs and calmly awaited the end. He requested the Masonic 
Lodge of Troy, of which he had been an honored member, to 
conduct his funeral services. And at the grave in Mt. Olive 
Cemetery his brother Masons performed the last rites of that 
Order.

Adiel Sherwood, son of Thomas A., and Mary E. Sherwood, 
was bom at Mt. Vernon, Mo., July 14, 1862, and received his 
education at the St. Louis University and the Cincinnati Law 
School, from which he was graduated in 1885. ^^ entered at 
once into the practice of his profession and was shortly after- 
wards appointed Assistant General Attorney for the St. Louis 
ft San Francisco Railroad Company, in which capacity he 
served nine or ten years. He then became General Attorney 
for the Kansas & Texas Coal Company, and five years later, 
upon the absorption of that corporation, he embarked in the 
general practice of his profession, in which he was eminently 
successful. Corporation and constitutional law were his spe- 
cialties and the greater part of his practice in later years was 
along these lines. The published reports of the State and 
Federal Courts in Missouri contain numerous decisions in 
cases of interest and importance, in which he was em- 
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ployed as counsel. The increasing demands of Jj||g practice 
upon his time and attention cotiipelled him to devote to it 
greater efforts than his physical strength warranted, and, as a 
result, a cold ccmtracted by him in the early fall of 1904, devel- 
oped into a disease of the throat, which^ with added complica- 
tions, undermined his strength and sapped his vitality, so that 
he was obliged to relinquish his labors in Jsuiuary, 1905, and 
go to California for rest and recreation. , 

The hope that he would be benefited by the change of cHmate 
and relief from work proved vain, and he gradually sank, and 
on the 17th day of April, 1905, he died at Monrovia, California. 
His widow, who, before her marriage, was Adele Kastenor, 
survives him.

Ewing McGready Sloan was a native Missourian, having 
been born at Otterville, GxDper County, this State, August 
lo, 183 1. His parents were the Rev. Robert Sloan and Mar- 
garet Davidson Ewing. And he was descended from a long 
line of sturdy Presbyterians through the eminent families of 
the Ewings, Brevards, Sloans and Davidsons, noted among 
the clergy, jurists, politicians and statesmen of our own State 
and North Carolina. 

The earlier part of Mr. Sloan's career was spent in the 
wholesale grocery business; but he will be longest remem- 
bered by his connection with the Fraternal Order of Odd 
Fellows, to which he devoted the best part of his vigorous 
manhood. He served as the Grand Secretary of the Grand 
Lodge Independent Order of Odd Fellows of Missouri for

thirty-seven years, during which time he saw the Order 
increase from six thousand members to fifty thousand. His 
memory will endure in the history of this fraternal organiza- 
tion for a life spent in the promotion of its principles. 

He was one of the charter members of the Missouri 
Society Sons of the Revolution, through the services of his 
great-grandfather William Davidson, Major of the Fourth 
North Carolina, May 7, 1776 ; Lieutenant-Colonel Third North 
Carolina, October 4, 1777; transferred to First North Caro- 
lina June 9, 1779; served also as Brigadier-General North 
Carolina Militia; killed at Cowan's Ford, February i, 1780. 

Mr. Sloan was elected Assistant Secretary of the Society 
at its organization, and served continually as such to his 
death. He was devoted to the Society and, good citizen 
that he was, he realized that in this commercial age there was 
need of stimulating patriotism. His end came peacefully on 
February 3, 1906, at his home in St. Louis. That he was 
ready for the sudden summons no one can doubt; he was 
ever a consistent Christian, sincere friend, and urbane gen- 
tleman.

Amos Madden Thayer, a member of the Sons of the Revolu- 
tion of the State of Missouri, by right of descent frcwn his 
great-grandfather. Captain Ichabod Thayer, Jr., of the 5th 
Company, Third Worcester County Regiment of Massachu- 
setts, and as well by right of descent from his great-great- 
grandfather, Ichabod Thayer, Private in the same Company; 
was bom in Chautauqua County, New York, October 10, 1841 ; 
died in St. Louis on the 24th day of ^ril, 1905. 

His mother, Fidelia La Due, was of French origin, who came 
to the State of New York from Canada, during the war of the 
Revolution, in which struggle for independence her ancestors 
performed patriotic and valiant service. 

Judge Thayer was graduated from Hamilton College in 
the class of 1862, and was by his alma mater honored with 
the degree of Doctor of Laws, thirty years later. 

At once, after graduation, he enlisted in the Union army, and 
was commissioned as Second Lieutenant in the 112th New 
York Volunteers, and was promoted a year later to a First 
Lieutenancy in the United States Signal Service branch of the 
army, and, subsequently, was brevetted Captain for meritorious 
service, and, later, was brevetted Major for gallant and meri- 
torious service. 

In February, 1866, he came to St. Louis, and after two years 
of study was admitted to the bar, where he practiced imtil 1876, 
when he was elected Judge of the Circuit Court, and re-elected 
in 1882 for another term of six years, resigning in February, 
1887, when he was appointed Judge of the United States Dis- 
trict Court for the Eastern District of Missouri. This position 
he held until 1894, when he was appointed Circuit Judge 
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of the United States for the 8th Judicial Circuit, a position 
which he held at the time of his death. 

He was for many years a Professor in the St. Louis Law 
School, to which school, with great faithfuhiess, he gave much 
time and attention. 

On December 22, 1880, he married Miss Sidney H. Bxxrther, 
who, together with their only child, Louise January Thayer, 
survives him. 

Judge Thayer, in practice, was an able, learned and careful 
coimsellor, but had been less than ten years at the bar before 
he was honored with a seat upon the bench. 

He was an ideal judge. With patience to hear all the evi- 
dence and arg^ument in every case, whether important or unim- 
portant ; with courtesy toward members of the bar, and towards 
all who came into the Court, with firmness of decision to deter- 
mine the right, as he saw the right, and with training acquired 
by years of study and with a judicial temperament which was 
natural to himself, he easily won the front rank in the honored 
list of judges, both State and Federal, who have adorned the 
bench. 

He was learned, persevering and thorough in his work, rather 
than brilliant. His analysis of a case always brought him, 
before he determined it, to the foundation principles upon which 
it rested. If he was ever wrong, he was never without strong 
and logical reason for his opinion. 

Fearless and honest, he held the respect and confidence of 
all classes of people, and richly did he endow the bench with 
that trust on the part of the people, which is at once its glory 
and its foundation. 

In his death this Society lost a member whose interest was 
unceasing, and whose example was an inspiration. The bar 
lost in him one of their number whom they delighted to honor ; 
the nation lost a judge whose opinions, learned, impartial and 
able, determined all questions submitted to him, whether great 
or small, whether between the rich or poor, with the same equal, 
careful, patient investigation, consideration snd decision.

Freeling Tufts was born September lo, 1844, in Litchfield, 
New Hampshire. When quite young he left home, going to 
Washington in the employment of the Government, during the 
early part of the Civil War. In 1878 Mr. Tufts entered the 
Engineering Department of the Erie Railroad, then in charge 
of Mr. Addis Emmet, of the Obstruction Department of the 
Erie double-track service; and, later, he went to Chicago to 
continue his studies in engineering, and had charge of the 
construction of the Chicago & Northwestern Railroad, 1870- 
1872, returning to the Erie early in 1873. Going back to 
Chicago in 1874 he became connected with the Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific, 1875-1877, in the service of Mr. H. A. 
Parker, Engineer in Chief. Later, Mr. Tufts went to the 
Central Branch of the Union Pacific, afterwards Missouri 
Pacific Railroad, at Atchison, Kansas. In 1879, Mr. Tufts 
was married to Miss Delphine Murray, of Narrowsburg, New 
York. Owing to changes in the Missouri Pacific management 
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Mr. Tufts left Atchison, in 1885, engaging in real estate, 
loans, etc., and later becoming interested in a land syndicate 
with Major Otis B. Gunn and R. M. Manley, removed to 
Lincoln, Kansas, where he remained until December, 1888, 
returning to Kansas City in January, 1889. In July, 1893, he 
was appointed receiver for the Kansas Trust and Banking 
Company, returned to Atchison and lived there until 1897, 
again removing to Kansas City and engaging in the loan and 
brokerage business. 

Mr. Tufts* membership in the Society of S<mis of the Revolu- 
tion was through the service of his g^eat-g^randfather, John 
Parker, Captain of Bedel's Regiment, New Hampshire Rang- 
ers, July 6, 1775, to January i, 1776. 

Mr. Tufts died at his summer home, "Freelingschloss," on 
Lake Huron, Harbor Beach, Michigan, August 16, 1905. 

Mr. Tufts inherited the simple domestic qualities of his 
English ancestors. He was a genuine friend and counsellor. 
He asked very little of life. He did not desire g^eat wealth, 
but he wished to live well without ostentation. He was tem- 
perate in his pleasures and acted according to his honest 
convictions of duty. He believed in deeds, not words, and 
was a well-beloved friend and companion.

On June 17, 1905, there died at Asheville, NcMth Gtrolina, 
Colonel Arthur L. Wagner, gentleman and scholar, Colonel 
of the General Staff and Member of the Board of Directors 
of the War College, author of note, and foremost military critic 
of his day and country. 

Sprung from revolutionary ancestry ; his membership in the 
Society of Sons of flie Revolution was derived through the 
service of his great-grandfather, Peter Wagner, Lieutoiant- 
Colonel of the 2d Regiment, Tryon County, New York Militia, 
Colonel Jacob Klock, 1778-1783. 

He entered the Military Academy at West Point, New York, 
at the age of seventeen, and, in 1875, ^^ commissioned a 2d 
Lieutenant of the 6th United States Infantry with which regi- 
ment he shared life and service on the frontier until called to 
the United States Infantry and Cavalry School at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kansas, as an Assistant Instructor in the Department 
of Military Art. His abilities soon raised him to the head of 
the department, and he filled the chair with such marked ability 
that the War Department retained him at the school for eleven 
years. While there he was commissioned by the War Depart- 
ment to write military text-books covering several branches 
of his department, and which are in use to this day. He 
developed g^eat literary ability and activity, and soon became 
the foremost writer on modem military topics. After seventeen 
years of service as a Lieutenant he became a Captain in 1892, 
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and at the age of forty-two was appointed by President Cleve- 
land Major and Assistant Adjutant-General in 1896. His field 
of activity was now transferred to Washington, where he 
remained on duty as Chief of the Military Information Division 
of the Adjutant General's office until 1898. Prior to the war 
with Spain he occupied an important confidential post in Wash- 
ington, and when the war broke out, he accompanied the army 
to Cuba and Porto Rico, and took part in all the important 
engagements. 

After the war. Colonel Wagner was on duty as Adjutant- 
General at various t)epartment Headquarters, and in 1899 was 
transferred to the Philippine Islands for a tour of duty. He 
was kept there beyond the ordinary appointed term, and when 
he returned to the* States he bore in his breast the germs of 
the insidious disease that carried him to an untimely grave. 
At the age of forty-five he had reached the grade of Lieutenant- 
Colonel in 1898, and on June 30, 1901, he was a full Colonel 
in the Rdjutant-General's Department. In January, 1904, he 
became a member of the General StaflF and of the Board of 
Directors of the War College; in the spring of 1905 he had 
temporary charge of that college and was slated for its per- 
manent head, with the rank of Brigadier-General, when death 
overtodc him. 

Colonel Wagner was a man of unusual intellectual endow- 
ments and he stands pre-eminent as the leader of military 
thought of Jiis country he loved so well. At a time when the 
rust of peace and the monotony and barrenness of the frontier 
had buried the army in a gloom of intellectual and professional 
stagnation, young Lieutenant Wagner turned to professional 
study. Gifted as he was, he became a military thinker at an 
early age, a writer, and an author of note. He was the man of 
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the hour, he became the author of the renaissance of military 
thought and professional study in the United States Army. 
From the time he tock up the work he led easily, and he 
kept the lead to his death. He became the founder of an 
intellectual aristocracy which dimmed the garish luster of the 
existing political aristocracy, and it made him many secret 
enemies. His wide range of reading, his powerful memory, his 
profound historical knowledge, his command of language, his 
power of analysis and sharp logic, his polished and prolific pen, 
made him a man to be shunned in a controversy, a man who 
was ready to confound his antagonist in four languages, and 
as apt to save the day by a quotation from Shakespeare as from 
the Bible. He became our acknowledged military expert and 
critic ; he was the life and soul of the large maneuvers held in 
this country in recent years; he enjoyed the acquaintance of 
many prominent men, and was much in demand as a speaker. 
His influence was felt far and wide by the regular army, as 
well as by the militia. What the regular army is today is, to 
a very large extent, due to him, to the impulses given by him. 
As a man, as an officer, as an instructor, he was equally 
attractive and sympathetic. He was pure as the driven snow, 
incapable of a mean thought or of underhanded means, a gen- 
tleman without fear and reproach ; as a friend his loyalty knew 
no bounds, as an enemy his hatred was as cordial and sincere 
as it was open and frank, and he was great enough to forgive 
his enemies when he died. Just as a bright and illustrious 
future opened before him, just as fickle fate put the cup of 
fame to his lips, death snatched it, for he died on the day on 
which the General's star was to crown the work of his life, 
respected by his enemies and mourned by his friends. Peace 
be to his ashes.

Horatio Dan Wood was bom in G>lumbus, Ohio, October 8, 
1841, and died in St. Louis, Missouri, on the 15th day of 
December, 1905. 

His membership in the Sons of tfic Revolution in the State 
of Missouri was by right of his great-grandfather, David 
Wood, Private in G>mpany of Captain Simeon Smith, Colonel 
Bradley's Battalion, Wadsworth's Brigade, 1776, and, as well, 
by right of descent from his great-grandfather, Benjamin Piatt, 
Private in Captain Charles Smith's Company, of John Water- 
bury's State Brigade, Connecticut troops, 1781. 

Judge Wood came of a line of ancestry famous in the legal 
and judicial history of the nation. In i860, at the age of nine- 
teen, he was graduated from the St. Louis High School, and 
soon after entered the Union Army as a private. 

For four years he was in continuous service in the army, 
until in September, 1865, when by special orders he was mus- 
tered out of the army with the rank of Captain, and was 
brevetted Major of Volunteers for meritorious service in the 
field. 

In 1866, he was graduated from the Law Department of 
Harvard University, and the same year was admitted to prac- 
tice at the bar of the dty of St. Louis. Judge Wood's service 
at the bar was long and varied and distinguished. 

In the State and Federal courts of many of the States of the 
Union his scholarly bearing and great learning were honored 
and welcomed as they were in the State of his home. 

He loved the law as a science, and as a profession. 
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His conversation — always brilliant and entertaining — ^was 
never more natural than in die analysis and discussion of prop- 
ositions of law. Quick to see the right, impatient at techni- 
calities advanced to cover or hide the wrong, he at once, by all 
the power of his personality and great experience and the 
richness of his leamii^, made clear the right as he saw it. 

Often he was honored by his party with the nomination of 
Judge of the Circuit Court, and always with a gratifying and 
increasing indcH'sement on the part of the people, but until 1896 
his party was in the minority. In that year he was elected 
Judge of the Circuit Court in the dty of St. Louis, and was 
again re-elected at the close of his term. As a Judge he was 
fearless and diligent. His examination of every case was 
thorough and complete. 

Neither class nor condition appealed to him in the least. His 
interest was ever in the case on trial, without respect to tiie 
litigants themselves. 

The right, as he saw it, had an immediate and mighty friend, 
the wrong had littie diance for technicality or delay. 

His decisions were clear and convincing, and no one remained 
long in uncertainty as to what he intended to say or do. 

His interest in societies, patriotic and hereditary, was intense. 
He loved to recount the valor and self-sacrifice of those who 
had gone before, not as a mere matter of history, but as incen- 
tive to the present generation toward better and greater things. 

In 1872 Judge Wood was married to Elizabeth Sumner — a 
relative of Charles Sumner, of Massachusetts. His wife and 
three daughters survive him. 

The sudden and saddening news of die death of Judge Wood 
came as a heavy message of grief to the bar and {il^le of St. 
Louis, whose confidence, respect and admiration he had long 
since won and constantly enjoyed.
